When Stephen 
was in the hospital a group of his students visited and presented him with a 
plaque memorializing what he meant to them. Their visit put a smile on Stephen's 
face. Stephen was a successful coach who won two basketball championships 
and in the year 1992 was named Essex Soccer Coach of the year. 


Stephen was born into a well known City of Newark political family. His 
mother, the legendary Larrie West Stalks served as the Essex County Register 
of Deeds and Mortgages for two decades. His uncle, Honorable Calvin D. West 
was the first African American to be elected Councilman-at-large in the City of. 
Newark. Stephen was a concerned and active resident of Newark. An outgrowth 
of his background led him to serve as President of the Central Ward Young 
Democrats. That position was the springboard for his run for public office. He 
ran twice for an at large Newark City Council seat, both times garnering enough 
votes to make the run-offs. That was not an easy task and he made a valiant 
effort. Stephen was a competitor and not a complainer. 


Stephen loved his parents, his family and his friends. If he was with you 
he had your back and expected the same in return. He was loved and will be 
missed. He leaves to celebrate his life his loving mother Larrie W. Stalks, his 
aunts Theresa Wynn and Loni Bradic, uncles Kenneth and Calvin West, special 
cousins Theresa D. Wynn and Curtis Stalks, special friend Calvin Blue and a host 
of other relatives and friends.
